time numbered among the dead; and who at this moment 
owe the prolongation of their days to the various means 
employed to rouze into aiv /ife the obſcure remains of 
vitality.-Such amiable characters will liłewife recollect, 
that the drowned, or otherwiſe ſuffocated, had all of 
them relatives or friends exquiſitely intereſted in their 
reſtoration.—Farther, the contemplative mind will 
advert in the caſes of lives thus /av:d ard reſtored to
